jACKSoiimu, Flft., Dm. 8. a 

cablegram hM been received tton Hs> 
Tana which itelM that Antonio Maoeo 
hM croM«d th« trooha with a large 

force. It ifl reported, nccordinfr to the 
dispatch, that Captain General Weyler 
haa been woaadtd at the fkoit. Th« 
diapatch uj» : 

"The exact whereabonta of General 
Weyler is not known, but ho is bdioved 
to ba hunting Maoeo in the moontains 
,ln the extreme eaatem part of Plnar del 

Rio, while the iiisnrpents' rliief has 
seemingly donblcd on his tracks, tamed 
the flank of the Spaniah general and 
passed in his rear in th(^ direction of 
tliis city, crossing the military lino at 
will, and possibly being by this time in 
the Tioinity of tlie capital of Cuba. If 
Maximo Gomez has carried out the plan 
attrihuted to him, that of pushing west- 
ward to the support of Maceo, a junc- 
tion of th(! two main bodies of the in- 
surgent forces may be expected shortly. 

"There •mtm mnoh eoraitement here 
when it became generally known that 
Maceo had crossed the military line 
with, it is understo<Kl, a strong forre of 
insurgents, especially wiieu couph'd 
with the tighting between Spanish 
troops and insurgents close to this city. 
It seems evident that the insurgent 
commander has not only dererly turned 
the flank of Captain General Weyler 
but lias snroeeded in getting in his rear 
and crossing the famous mihtary line 
near the port which has been used as a 
base of sappUes for the Spanish troops 
in Pinar del Ria The importance of 
this movement can not be exaggerated. 

"Nothing appears to be known of the 
Btrengt}i of the iiisurKt iit force with 
Antonio Matieo in tliis province. In 
fact, it was not until the news was be- 
ing passed from person to person in the 
streets that tfa* soilMritiea would give a 
half-hearted admission of the tmth of 
the report that Maoeo had crossed the 
military line. This, it is believwl, will 
alter the whole situation and important 
events may occur within a short time. 
There is no doubt that the insurgents 
hare recently increased in number 
about the capital.' The stray hands of 
20 to 80 "bandits" met by the Spanish 
troops have now swollen to the jiroiwr- 
tions of insurgent forces us aO.OOO to 
40,000 men. 

"It seems to be admitted and believed 
that Maoeo irill strike before W^ler 
can hnrry back from Pinar del Rio. In- 
deed, it is currently reported that the 
captain general has been wounded in an 
engagement with the insurgents bi fore 
the latter erassed the mihtary line, and 
that he may not be able to return here 
except as a prisoner of the Cubans. 

"The autlioritit'S naturally are doing 
all in their powe r to minimize the cross- 
ing of the troclia by Maceo, and inti- 
mate that he is as usual, according to 
the Spanish, running away from them. 
This does not alter the fact that he has 
escaped the hunter, and that the hnnter 
nay And dilBculty in getting home. 

"The friends of the insurgents liere 
are overjoyed at the new turn taken in 
the wm imig " and are boasting that 
Maoeo and Oomea wUl soon be knock- 
mgat the gates of Havana. To this the 
Spanish officials simply say : 'Wait and 
see ; the time is not yet.' 
"Bat there is no denying that the 
I of Spain here are looking 
orestfallen and discouraged, 
■ren a dtfeat at the hands of the insur- 
gents, it is admitted, would have been 
better than the humiliation which the 
BjMinish tr<K)ps have suflferwl in being so 
skilfully oatmaneuvored by theiosur- 
genis." 

JUST AS EXPECTED. 

Ifaooo'* CroMlna tbo Trocha Carried Out 
• PreVlontljr Arraiicod rrcctaM. 

New Yokk. Dec. 9.— The report that 
Maoeo has crossed the trocha is in line 
with tlie exi)ectations of the Cuban 
junta in this city. Since General Ma- 
ceo, by order of General Oomea and in 
deflanoe of General Weyler, invaded the 
province of Plnar del Rio in March last. 
Spanish as well as Cuban reports have 
represented him again and again as 
having crossed the tnH lia constrncte<l 
by Geneml Weyler to k(M'p liini from 
rejoining Gomez. 

The Spaniards have reported his 
crossing of the line in disguise as his 
way of getting out of the tnip into 
whioh.awording to them, he had entered. 
The Cubans, on the other hand, liave 
reported his crossing an in defiance of 
the alleged security of the Spanisli line. 
Maoeo has from time to time stated to 
those supposed to be in close communi 
cation vrttb him that he would cross the 
line when it should be time for Urn to 
meet General Oomea again in Havana 
or Matanzas province. 

According to the recent dispatches 
General Gomea was in Sfoto 
provlaoe, near MaCaiuHW. with Jtfs tt- 



freme vangtiarrt alreafly near Havana 
itself. Some of his men are said to 
have particijKited in the raid on (;u:ina- 
bacoa, jnst across tlie bay from Havana, 
on Dec!. 1 . 

Under such circumstances it would 
seem that the moment had come wht'ii 
(romez and MaciH) would naturally wish 
to combine their forces for a ftnnig at- 
tack on the Sp aniah army . 

ANTONIO MACEO KILWED. 



Ofllclals Say That the tasurgcnt 
Loader la Dead. 

Hataha. Deo. 9.— It la stated in most 

positive terms by the Spanish authori 
ties that Antonio Maceo, the great in 
surgriit li'adtT and the heart and soul of 
the Cuban cause, has been killed in Ha- 
vana ptoviuce after having effected the 
passage of the westeni trooha near 
Mariel. at Its northern extremity. With 
the Onbaa leader died the yonth. Fran- 
dsoo Gomel, son of Maximo Gomez, 
who accompanied the mulatto general 
on his passage of the trooha. 

Most explicit details of theflndinsof 
the corpses of the fallen Cubans and of 
the faois relied upon for their identifi- 
cation are at hana throdgh the report of 
the Spaniah commander, Major Oum- 
jeda, who contested the passage of the 
trocha unsuccessfully on Deo. 4, with 
Maceo, and who sustained another con- 
flict on Monday with the forces under 
the Insurgent leader. It was in are 
connoiisance after the latter engage 
ment that the Spaniards found two 
ctjrpses, not separated in death, which 
they have identified as those of Antonio 
Maoeo and Francisco Gomez.

Nothing less 
than this, it is said, would have induced 
him to give u^ his posltiOB with the 
compai^.

Ithaca, N. Y., Dec. '.♦.—Andrew D 
White, in an interview relative to the 
reported off er to him pf the secretory 
ship of state, said: "I think that no 
human being knows who will compose 
the cabinet yet. I am much pleased 
vrtth the letters I have received from 
friends and party leaders who urge my 
aprointment. Of course, if I can serve 
the country and par^ in this way I 
will be glad to respond. But I can say 
nothing definitely yet." 

Mr. White refused to state whether 
President-elect McKinley had formally 
offoed him the place or not. 

PLAGUE IN INDIA. 

Ki(;1>t Hundred Dratlm Reported, but 
Thought to Ue Hanj More. 

Nbw Yobx, Deo. 9.— A special cable 
dispatch ttma Bombay, India, says : 

Eight hundred deaths are reported up 
to date from the plagn<', but the nnm- 
b'T is believed to 1)0 much larger. 
Crowds of pani( stricken natives are 
fleeing from the city. Trade and travel 
are seriously aflucted. 

Only one case is reported of a person 
durectlv attending a patient having con- 
tracted the phigue. The di se a s e, though 
infections, haa not been proved conta- 
gious. 

The government baoteriologlEta are of 
the opinion that the plague, uuhke 
cholera, has a tendency to stick to the 
locality where it originates. A few au- 
thentic cases are reported in adjaoent 
towns, but they are all of Bombay 
origin. 

The disease, where imported, was dy- 
ing out without spreadlag. In Bombay 
for two months the disMMewaa eoaflned 

to one ward. It has now spread to all 
districts of the citv and is increasing 
largely with the cooler weather. 

Tiie famine which threatened the 
whole of India lias been partially avert- 
ed in certain districts oy the recent 
rains. 

Grain speculation continues and ag- 
gravates the situation^ 

MINERS' CONFERENCE. 
Mluen aud Operators Trying to Agree on 
a Wage Scale. 

PmaBVaa, Dec. 9.— At the joint con- 
ference here, held between the miners 
and mine operators, the miners' com- 
mittee presented a demand foir the 80- 
cent rate, and tlic dis<'ussi()ii of the 
whole subject of wages and differen- 
tials proceeded. The only conclusion 
ruftohed up to adjournment was the de- 
cision that the differential of 9 cents in 
favor of the Ohio thin vein over the 
Pittsburg tUn vein must be abolished. 
This applies to all the Ohio thin veins, 
except ui the Hooking valley. 

A committee vras appointed to confer 
later with a jdnt committee of Ohio 
and Pittsbtirg operators and miners to 
settle what the difTerential shall be. It 
may take sevetal days to settle the wage 
■ewe in this district^

JACKSOM MDST HANG 

One of Pearl Bryan's Murder- 
ers Doomed to Death. 



A NEW TRIAL HAS BEEN REFUSED. 



Bentenre of the rnmpl>ell roiiiity Court 
Alllruied by the Kentnckjr Court of Ap- 
peal*— JlMlnea*S Oaly Hop* How Is la 

Kxerutlve rioinenry, WkMl WUl Fveb- 

ably Not lie Granted. 

Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 9.— Scott Jack- 
son must be hanged for the murder of 
Pearl Bryan at Port Thomas unless the 

jrovcnior of Kentucky shall interfere. 
In the court of appeals yesterday the de- 
cision of .Judge Hazelrigg was made 
public declaring that Jackson is not en- 
titled to a new trial and that the sen- 
tence of death must be executed. 

The following is an abstract of the 
opinion prepared by Judge Haaehigg : 

A brltf summary of the facts in this 
case, in which Scott Jackson is eharged 
Jointly with Alouao Walling with the 
murder of Pearl Bryan, show that on 
the morning of Feb. 1, 1896, that the 
headless body of a woman was found on 
the farm of one Locke, near Newport, 
in Campbell county, Ky. While the 
head comd not be found, a mark Of the 
shoes fotmd on the body led to its iden- 
tification as that of Pearl Bryan, A 
young girl of Qreencastle, Ind. 

The quantity of blood led the authori- 
ties to pnH'ced on the theory that the 
murder, for such it evidently was, had 
been ciiiiiiiiittcd in Canipbcll county, 
and at the spot where the Viody was 
found. Ihe autujisy disclcscd cooaiiie 
in the stomach and also timt the girl 
was witli child, a healtliy foetus of some 
five months development, being found, 
which liad evidi'utlybeco aUve untUtbe 

nuitlier's death. 

The iiKiuiries leading to the identifi- 
cation of tlie b(Mly led to the discovery 
tliar .Tacksoii had probably been tiie 
author of tlie girl's ruin, and further 
that she liad Ijeeii brou^'lit to ( "incniiiiiti 
at his instance in order to be reheved of 
her trouble, or she herself gotten rid of 

by so:ue means. 

The ^rirl applied to Jackson on her ar- 
rival in the city and slie, .Tacksoii and 
Walling, the friend and lissuciate nf 
Jackson, were seen by a number of peo- 
ple during the week preceding her 
death. 

Some direct proof connected the two 
i:;en with the girl on the very night of 
her rleath, but the prosecution rested 
chiefly on circnmstimtial evidence. 

The pos.session of the dead girl's 
sate hel and clothing by the two iniiin'- 
diately after her death and their despt r- 
at© efforts to dispose of them is grapli- 
ically shown up in the proof. 

A trial resulted in a verdict of guilty 
and the appellant was sentenced to be 
hanged. 

The alleged errors occurring during 
the trial are numerous, but none of 
them are well taken. 

First— The indictment is sufficient, 
and in fact its accuracy and conciseness 
of exprossicm is to be commended. 

Second— The leal of the sheriff in 
performing only his duties, though it 
led to the arrest of the perpetrators of 
the crime, can not be urged as a snfA> 
dent cause for his remom from attend- 
ance on tiie trial and from the perform- 
ance of his usual duties connected there- 
>pth. 

Third— The ticket system of admis- 
sion was adopted only to prevent the 
overcrowding of the court, and in no 
sense prevent^ a pubUc trial within 
the meaning of the constitution. 

Fourth— The ruling of the court in 
admitting testimony and in rejecting it 
during the trial are firee from snbstaa- 
tiul error. 

Fifth — The instructions given cover 
the different phases of tiie ca.se, and the 
faetN siiKK' sted in them arise iiatunilly 
out of tiie pnidf and will emb(Kly ci rrect 
principles of law. 

Si.xtli — The appellant haa had a fair 
and impartial trial and the judgment is 

affirmed. 

A pt!titii)n for a rehearing will proba- 
bly lie tiled by Jack.son's attorneys, but 
the present decision is regarded as linal. 
Not one criminal case in a thousaiid is 
reversed by tlie court of appeals a re- 
hearing. Tliere is no time provided m 
the criminiil code within whieli iiiotinns 
for petitions for a rehearing may be 
made. The . mattST TCHi whoUj With 
the court. 

It now devolves upon Acting tidvenior 
Worthiugtou to issue the death war- 
rant, and he will doubtless be asked to 
e.\teiid the executive clemency. 

(iovenmr Br.idley has already jiar- 
tially passed on the case, and it is safe 
to suy that Acting (fovemor Wnrthiiig- 
ton will not interfere with the judg- 
ment of the court. He will jirobabiy 
issue the death wamint this week, and 
fix the time for execution. The court 
of appeals will send the record aud opin- 
ion to the executive offloe as ioon as the 
opinion shall be copied. 

(jovemor Worthingtou has already 
had petitions and letten, aikhig that 
mecciy be shown to JaokMW. luoy of 
these came from anonymotis sources. 
Governor Wortliington has expressed 
no opinion as to what he will do in tlie 
case, and he will probably not do so un- 
til the matter shall come before him for 
ollicial aottol. 

The governor, under the hiw, sets the 
dl^ at a hanging. It i s usually about 
SO days after the decision of the court 
of appeals has been handed down. 

The hiw authorises the governor to fix 
the hour of execution. Bxeoutions sel- 
dom occur in the mornings, and it is 
probable that 1 o'clock in the afternoon 
will be the hour when Jackson will pay 
the lastpenalty of his crime.

ngg will discuss the matter with other 
niemhers of the court, and write his de- 
cision. He will not take up another

JACKSON SH OWS HIS NERVE. 
Did Wot Break Dowa When Hs Beard 

the New*. 

CoviNuroN, Ky., Dec. !i.— Turnkey 
Fred Maurer went to St;ott .lackson's 
cell at 11 a. m. and without any per- 
functory remarks harshly informed liim 
that be must hang. The stolidity that 
lias be»n so characteristic of the man all 
during his imjirisonment here, was 
aKniii n;;inifest. His colorless face gave 
net t li * shirhtest evidence of tlie fet'Iiiigs 
tliat must have almost overwhelmed 
hini. He smiled oiid nonchalant h 
asked Maurer if he was in earnest, ai d 
being assured that he was, asked abont 
W;il ling's case. Upon being told al)oct 
that. .Jackson said : 

"Well, I will get it in the neck snr<> 
enough." 

With that he returned to his cell and 
resumed studying the pictures of a mag- 
azine. 

New* Kereived in tlreencintle. 

Greencastle, Ind., Dec. 9.— The 
news of the finding of the court of ap- 
peals in Jackson's case reached here at 

noon, creating great excitement. The 
news was broken to the .Tack.son and 
Bryan families by a reporter. Tlie 
fcrnier li;;d nothing to say, merely ask- 
ing if the feleiiram v.as autlieiitic. Tlie 
Pr raii family expressed satisfaction over 
the verdict, and the <.reMeral ojiinion was 
that it was just ab<iut as expected. The 
siiiireine c<uirt v<>rdict gives general sat- 
isiaction in (jreencastle. 



INDIANA'S ELECTION LAW. 

It l!« AIiiioKt C'crtiiin to He Chsnaed by 
the Couiias LegUIatar*. 

iKDiANAPOUfi, Dec. 9.— After the elec- 
tion of a Unite<l .States senator, who 
will likely be Charles \V. Fairbanks, 
the discussion i)f several imi)ortarit leg- 
islative questions will follow. The ex- 
perience with the Populist ticket this 
year with its duplicate list of names 
after fusion with the Democracy has 
brought a general demand for the 
amendment of the election law. It is 
almost certain that the Republicans will 
amend the law so that hen-after the 
same names shall not appear twtoe on a 

ballot. 

A new building and loan assiK-iation 
bill will be iiassed. Two years ago the 
le^'isl.iture aii|i()iiited a cdmiiiissidii to 
prepare a I ill rej/ulating b\iildiiig ;iiid 
loan associations. Tlie more fl.igiaiit 
featnres of some of the assiH'iatioiis 
will be abolished in obedience to a gen- 
eral and angry demand. The expense 
fund and all commissions to agents will 
be abolished, and there is a demand 
that the law recjuire associations to pay 
back all the money that has been in- 
trusted to them. Many shareholders 
are finding, when they attempt to with- 
(haw their Savings, that they are en- 
titled to only about 75 per cent of what 
they deposited, without interest. Most 
associations do not have these obnoxious 
features. 

BADLY BEA TEN BY HOODLUMS. 

Aatoaiae Aatemuui Waylaid and Ai- 
Mnlted on the Highway. 

Crowx Point, Ind., Dec. !».— Anto- 
nine Autt •.•man of St. Johns was way- 
laid and liei ribly beate n by a crowd of 
drunken hoiHUums at Schererville, a 
small town near St. Johns. Auterman 
met a Schererville man named Kunrad 
in a saloon of that place, who tried to 
whip him, but instead .\uterniaii ad- 
ministered a .severe chastisement to 
Kunrad. 

This angered the Schererville liood- 
luiiis aud a crowd of 50 waylaid Auter- 
man upon the outskirts of the town, 
and after beating him until he wa^ in- 
sensible, replaced him in his carri.ige, 
and whipping up his horse started him 
home. The buggy brought up in a 
(Utch inflicting additional injury upon 
the luckless Auterman.

Coi.fMPfs, O.. Dec. 0. — Tht> supreme 
court, in two dwisioiis yesterday, held 
to be unconstitutional the "material 
men's lieu law," passed two years ago, 
which created a scandal in the legida- 
ture at the time. At least that is the 
general opinion of lawyers from the 
re.idiiig of the decisioa slips handed 
down by the court. 

The cases are L. F. Youjig vs. Lion 
Hardware company of Springfield and 
Palmer Chrawford company vs. Wil*' 
liam O. Tingley of Putnam county. 

In the first case the Judgment is re- 
versed and in the second affirmed. 

This law gave to a man who might 
funiish material for a building a prior 
claim on the building to secure his pay, 
giving to him the same rights with the 
mechanic.

In the report incprtred by the late Mr lames 
Barbonr, the .Stcn tary of the society at the 
time, appear tile follmving statements: From 
isiio to i'-'ti Mr. W. I,. I'earco had charge of the 
books of the society : Mr. ti. W. Blalterman from 
WA to 18>jj. aud Mr. James Smith from that time 
until the date of the report. 

In October, 1807, the society employed a Col- 
porteur, who reported he bad visited every fam- 
ily in the oounty and supplied every deetitntion 
where the parties would purohaie or accept ths 
donation of a Bible or Testament Be visltsd 
1.94S families, and found 2S3 lamilloa destitute of 
Bibles. Ho supplied 180 families, donated 70 
Bibles and 28 T^tamontt. Following is taken 
from that report : The Bibles and TSstamsnu 
wblch tbls society hM been the eilleient cause 
under God of publishing and distributing at 
home and abroad Is probably not less than 20,000 
volumes. 

In May, W2. the parent society resolved to 
undertake its fourth general supply of '.Bibles to 
every family in the I'nited States. This auxil- 
iary a.ssiired the parent society that it would do 
its part and make no cull mi tliat sneicty for aid. 
This was very clliciciiily d.ine by employing Ilcv. 
J. A. Caywood, wlio eouiplcieii his work in July, 
18&t. Here is a summary of his report: Famil- 
ies visited in Mason County, 'J,!)7:t ; families with- 
out the Bible, :t75: families supplied, 2Vj : Indi- 
viduals supplied, 7. This caiiva.ss was made by 
this faithful man, being paid SI.'.:.') per <lay wages, 
be fnrnUbiuR his horse aud buggy, and his 
expenses were 30 ceuta a day. 1 Dis Is the last 
elTort made for the general distribution of Bibles 
in the county. 

The depositary work has been kept up by Mr, 
John C. Pocor since he succeeded Mr. James 
Smith In the book business, and through the 
depositary the work of the society has been done. 
Bis reports aro lumlsbed to each annual meet- 
ing, and throni^ this means Mbiss eis sold and 
donatsd whsn essss of destitution prssoat them- 
selTss. Ths society hu bssn snabled lo naks 
donations of mousy to ths paisnt soeisty, wbleh 
hu not only woife In this sunatry, Imt in the 
foreign Isnds and nquliss largs saau. 

The Moisty will be snablsd to ssnd tbsn 
another donation ths prsssnt ysar and Isavs a 
suOoient sum on hands for its uses, 

Tbe chief labor in the work of the society had 
devolved on the Librarian and Treasurer, Mr. J. 
C. Peoor. who deserves tbe thanks of tbe society, 
as the work is done without compensation and 
really Is in conflict with bis buslneu interest. 

Wo deplore the fact that outside of tbe ohnrcbes 
In the city of Maysville we have not been able to 
Interest the churches tbroiighnut the county, 
outside of one or two, aud the amount of money 
collected in aggregate Is not more than was tbe 
average collected duitaf the flfst ifty yeSfS Ol 
our existence. 

The pupulatiou isl^r^cr miil the wcaldl of tilS 
people much Kreuter : but it niii> Ije in a measure 
accouiitcil lui ill the fact that fur many years tbe 
agent mieie a pemoual canvass ibrougb tbe 
county and obtained a gOOd dSSl .Of thS SUb- 
Kcrlptlou lu tills way.

Wm IMitri«t AttanMf r»r Vaw Twk 
Md Bx-OeagMMaMHk 

New York, Dec. 8.— Colonel John 
R. Fcllowi, cUitrirtt attorney of Now 
York, iiiid former iiifinln'r of coii^'rcs!!, 
3-f8t('r(lay after an illness ^s■lli(•ll 
has confined him to his bed from the 
time of Ufl return fhnmui electioneer- 
ing tour of the middle western etates. 
In that toor he spoke frequently in be- 
half of Palmer and Bnckner, the nom- 
inees of the National Democracy. 

Tlie funeral will t:ike place from the 
Clniroli (if file Intercession. The inter- 
mi iit will be in Trinity cemetery. The 
pallhearers have not yet hem si leoted. 

Colonel Fellows was born in 'J'roy. N. 
Y.. in l^:i'v', and soon after his birth his 
father iii'ivcd ti> a farm in Saratoga 
county. YouiiK FellowH lived on a 
farm until he was is years fild, when 
an uncle, who livid in Camden, Ark., 
sent for him t" niake his home in the 
■oath. Then he studied law and was 
admitted to the btr when he wm 25 
yeuBold. 

Mr. Fellows did not tevor secession, 
and opposed the movement on the 
stamp when feeling was running liigh. 
After the war had begun, however, he 
dttd not hesitate to enter the Confeder- 
ate army. He attained the rank of col- 
onel, when he was as.--if,'ned to duty cm 
the staff <pf (ieneral W. B. N. Beal. 
Colonel Fellows was captoTed at Port 
Uudsoa and kept a {nisoner nntil the 
ekiee of the war. He returned to Cam- 
den, where he was soon after elected 
State senator. 

It is probable that Colonel Fellows 
never woold hare come north to live if 
Ooremor Seymour had not heard him 
make a speech. It was just before the 
Oemocranc national convention of 1868, 
in New York. The oratory of Ckdonel 
Fellowa faecfnated him. He thoofht 
that the odoael woaU ba'a TathutUe 
man to send throogh ' the north, and at 
hii personal leanest the Demooratio na- 
tional committee turned the odlonel 
kXMC upon the people of the north. 
Odlonel Fellows was a ohronio office 
h61der, and generally managed to be 
with the winning Denoonmo iMlfon 
in this city. 

The first place he held was that of an 
assistant under District Attorney Gar- 
Tin. This kept him in oiHce uutu 1873. 
After senrinff as an assistant under John 
MoKeon and Bandt^ B. Blartin, Col- 
ood Fellows to 1887 became the Demo- 
oratio candidate for district attorney 
and won. In 1892 he went over to Tam- 
many Hall and was elected to con^nress. 
During the following year he resigned 
from c(inj,'res.s and wius elected district 
attorney ou the Tammany ticket.

WASHtNOTON, Doc. P.<— The house, 
vrithout wasting time, proceeded to 
business yeBterday, and before the ses- 
Biou closed had passed three bills of con- 
siderable importance and the Ibrst of 
the regular aopply Mlla— that for pen- 
sions. 

Three of the bills related to postal 
matters. One provided for the use of 
private mailing carrls of the same gen- 
eral size and character as the present 
po>tal cards when 1 cent stamps are 
afli.xed. Another provided for a limited 
indemnity of flo for the loss of regis- 
tered mail matt<'r and the third provid- 
ed for a private carrier rter\-ice in towTis 
and villages when- no free delivery ex- 
isted. It provides that on the applica- 
tion of 20 persons receiving their mail 
at the same office, the postmaster sh.-vll 
appoint such persons as are willing to 
undertake the collection and delivery of 
mails that the charge iiot toi xceedone 
cent for each letter :md that tlie charge 
shall Ix- paid by the benelici.ories. 

The pension bill was passe<l without 
factions opposition, but Mr. Grow of 
Pennsylvania took occasion in the de- 
bat*' to submit some views in favor of 
higher tariti' duties based on that portion 
of tlie president's messatre n'latiiig to 
the tariff. The bill carries f I JI.v'tW.SSO, 
about 176,000,000 less than the law for 
the ouTCBt year^

HAWAII MA Y SOON BE OURS. 

A Treaty of Anncntloa Has Bmb Pre- 

liiirfil l>y Serretury Olney. 

CHi( A(i<», Dec. «.— A special to The 
Times-Herald from San Francisco says : 
Secretary of State Olney, it is reported 
on excdlent information, haa nnder 
consideration a treaty of annexation of 
Hawaii to the United Statf«. A letter 
just recei\ i(l liere via Victoria states 
that this news has been received, at the 
islands, and that a treaty Will be Mttt to 
the senate very soon. 

The information is given out by a 
government ofiicial in Hawaii, whose 
name is withheld. This official stated 
positively that Minister Hatch had sent 
several letters from Washington bear- 
ing on the subject. The treaty, it is 
stated, had its origin in the state de- 
partmefit and is now said to be under 
discussion by Secretary Olney and Min- 
istera Hatch and Cooper, representing 
HawaU. 

It is intimated that Minister Cooper 
went to Washington in connection with 
this matter and knows just what Hawaii 
wants. In the islands the sentiment is 
all for annexation. Pteaident Dole and 
his advisers are bound 1^ tha'ooaatitu- 
tion to secure annexation as soon as 
practicable, and the senate of the repub- 
lic is unanimous on the snbjeot. 

The fact that President Qerehutd did 
not refer to Hawaii at all in hia annual 
message givea color to tilia report. It is 
thought that a epeolal menage will soon 
be sent in d ealing with this subject.
